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DETAILED ACTION 

Reason for Allowance 

Claims 1 - 35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's invention discloses a compression technique through the process of: 

1 . selecting from an inverted index at least two item entries, each comprising a 

listing of articles; 2. determining whether to compress the entries; and then 3. 

compressing the entries, in the order recited in the independent claims (1 , 11, 16, 18 

and 28). 

The prior art reference, Chaudhuri, discloses compressing two or more entries 
that contain same hash values thereby reducing the size of the indices effectively. 
Chaudhuri discloses an uncompressed hash table in Figure 4 Table 133, and a 
compressed hash table in Figure 5 Table 123 that results from compressing the 
uncompressed hash table that is depicted in Figure 4. 

While disclosing the aforementioned features, Chaudhuri fails to disclose the 
compression after selection of the item entries and also fails to disclose that 
these items originally comprise a listing of articles (In Chaudhuri, each hash value 
is associated with a column ID entry and not to a single entry comprising a listing of 
articles, and the results of Figure 5 that include the multiple column IDs occur after 
compression has taken place), as expressly recited in the Applicant's independent 
claims. 
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Therefore, after a thorough research in the field of data processing art which 
encompasses data compression techniques, it has been determined that the Applicant's 
independent claims are allowable over the prior art.
